plans proposed and a«klog whether there 
should be a meeting of the sub-committee 
Ihe replies show tbat none is thought nee 
essnry. In bis letter Mr. Chandler states 
tbat be favors the plan submitted by him- 
self and Mr McPberson to the National 
Committee. This provided for four dele- 
gales at-large from each State and two 
delegates Irom each Congressional dls 
triu, an additional delcgate-at-large for 
each Republican Senator in the then exist 
ing or next preceding Congress, and an 
additional delegate for each Republican 
Representative in such Congress— 'all to 
be chosen at popular conventions, in such 
manner as the Republicans of each State 
raav determine, provided tbe delegates 
from each Congressional district shall be 
the choice of tbe Republicans of that dis 
tnct In a convention held within tbe die 
trice for tbat purpose," 


Mr Chandler says he deems it best that 


tbe final phrase shoula be stricken out, as 
It would be unwise to compel tbe holding 
of a btate Convention to elect four, flve or 
six delegates-at-large, and also to require 
separate local conventions. He states that 
he does not favor Mr Martin's plan, tbat 
it is not consistent with district rcpre er 
tation. This plan was to have four dele 
(rates-.it large from each State and one 
delegate from each Congressional district 
and give to each Slate as an addition to 
tho Otlegites-at-large one delegate for ev 
ery 12 000 Republican votes cast for Presi- 
dent In ISSOor fraction over one-half of that 
number.

Jobn M Forbes, of Massachusetts In 


rcpljing to Mr Chandler's letter, proposes 
a plan some details of which the latter i» 
disposed to favoi. The Forbes plan pro- 
vides for two delegates-at-large from ei^b 
State and one delegate from each Congres- 
sional district, one delegate-at large lor 
each Republican Senator and an additional 
district delegate for each Republican Ktp 
resentative in the existing Congress—all 
to be chosen at popular conventions m 
such manner as the Republicans of each 
district or State may determine, provided 
tbat the delezates from each Congressional 
district shall be the choice of the Republi- 
cans of the district. Tbe proposed rule 
leaves it optional whether the district del- 
egates shall be chosen in a convention at 
home qr by the delegates to tbe State Con- 
vention, organizing separately and a ting

month before the National Convention, 
und notice must be given tor not less than

than half as large as under the plan ongi 
nally proposed by Messrs Chandler and 
McPuel'son, the latter plan bringing tbe 
number of delegates under tbe ne\\ Con- 
gressional apportionment up to about 1,000 
is agaipst 7oC in the last convention.
